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First, we want to thank our customers for the fine business we enjoyed this past season. We 
appreciate very much all the cards and letters commenting on the service given and the nice 
quality’ of the stock sent out. 


After growing and testing many of the recent introductions, we have selected those with merit 
and have added them to our listing this year. It is an established fact that a variety performs 
differently according to the soil, climate, and weather conditions to which it is exposed. How- 
ever, basing our judgment on growing conditions here in Indiana, we sincerely believe that 


each variety offered in this catalogue is one that is definitely worthwhile, either for exhibition 
or commercial purposes. 


During August it was my privilege to make quite a trip through the East and mid-West visiting 
growers, large and small, in Ohio, Pennsylvania, New York, Ontario, Michigan, Wisconsin, 
Minnesota, lowa, Nebraska Illinois and Indiana. Also during this trip I attended the Indiana 
state show at Wabash, the International show at Binghamton, the Wisconsin state show at 
Marinette, the Duluth garden club show at Duluth, the Illinois regional show at Chicago, and the 
Indiana seedling show at La Porte. Again this year the attendance at the shows was remark- 
ably high. In spite of a discouraging spring season and a severe summer drought in most 
sections of the country, the interest was higher than ever. It was interesting to stand back and 
note the remarks of show visitors. In many instances I overheard people, who apparently did 
not grow gladiolus, express complete surprise at the spikes being shown and remarking that 
they were going to start growing ‘'Glads”’ next summer without fail. Certainly a great deal of 
credit is due members of the various societies for the time and effort spent in staging their shows. 
Through the medium of shows, the gladiolus is gaining new admirers and has become America’s 
leading flower. 


Our 1947 growing season was very favorable. Although a cold wet spring delayed our plant- 
ings somewhat, we had no drought, such as many sections of the country did. As a large 
percentage of our planting is bulblet stock, we use an automatic irrigation system in order to 
insure the proper amount of moisture at the needed time. All bulbs which we offer for sale are 
grown from bulblets and planting stock, the larger percentage being from bulblets. Flowers are 
not cut from bulbs which are to be sold. Due to irrigation and quite a long growing season, we 
get an unusually large percentage of plump high-crowned large bulbs from bulblets. Every 
bulb and bulblet was dipped at planting time and our stock has remained green and healthy 
throughout the growing season. Our bulbs are young and vigorous and have the ability to 
produce high quality blooms. They are stored in galvanized screen bottom trays with the bulbs 
not over 32 inches deep in the trays. The trays are then placed in racks which are so con- 
structed as to allow plenty of air circulation around each tray. We dig, clean, and grade all of 
our bulbs by hand and our aim is always to send out bulbs of only the highest quality. 
Although we added many ribbons and rosettes to our collection during the 1947 season, we value 
most the achievement medal that was awarded our bulb entries at the Indiana Gladiolus 
Society bulb show held in Wabash, Indiana. 


We will not attempt to elaborate on varieties in this column. Instead, this will be found under 
the variety name in the regular listings. However, I do want to call to your attention another 
page which contains an evaluation of commercial varieties from a florist’'s viewpoint. Our cut- 
flowers are handled by the firm of A. Rasmussen & Son, a large wholesale florist. Mr. John C. 
Rasmussen very kindly consented to write a few words, giving his views on the value of some 
of the newer varieties of gladiolus. Mr. Rasmussen has for many years handled large shipments 
of “‘Glads’’ and his remarks should be of value to all cut-flower growers. 


It is a pleasure to submit to you our 1948 list and we sincerely wish each and everyone a suc- 
cessful growing season for 1948. 


Key to Listings 

This year we are listing our varieties as they are,classified by the North American Gladiolus 
Classification Committee for show purposes. With this complete information at hand, you should 
be able to know in advance the class in which you would like to enter your spikes. This 
method of listing also gives you other valuable information which you will readily note. 

First is the name of the variety, then in parenthesis the size and color class figures. Following 
this is the name of the originator and year in which the variety was first available to American 
purchasers. The figures in the last parenthesis denote the number of growing days required 
from planting to date of blooming. The number of days to bloom is figured for large bulbs; 
medium bulbs usually require 5 to 7 days longer to bloom. Because of variations in climate, 
the number of days required for a particulor variety to bloom may vary by several days. 
However, the listed blooming dates will give a fair idea of what to expect of a variety.

For example, the classification number of Algonquin is 536. The 500 means that it’s floret size 
is 52 inches or larger and the 36 indicates it is a scarlet. Hence the numbers in parenthesis 
listed right after the variety name tell the size and color of the individual floret as grown from 
large bulbs. 


ABIGAIL (366) Myers ‘44 (85) 

Lavender, very near the color of Minuet. Opens 7 to 
8 florets of double row placement. It is a strong 
grower, reaching a height of about 5 feet. Propa- 
gates well. 


ALGONQUIN (536) Palmer ‘39 (80) 

A very brilliant and showy scarlet. Opens 8 to 10 
large, wide open, ruffled florets. Tall growing, long 
flower head, always makes a straight spike. A-l 
commercial as well as fine exhibition variety. 1 of 
the 3 or 4 very best commercial reds. 


ANNAMAE (400) Pommert ‘40 (70) 

Chalk white, with a tiny wine-red spot deep in the 
throat. Our best early commercial white. Opens 8 
plain petaled florets of regular placement on a 
straight stem. Produces jumbo bulblets which ger- 
minate easily. Because of its earliness it brings good 
prices on the cut-flower market. Very uniform and 
dependable. 


ASTRID (560) Jack ‘46 (77) 

Clear medium rose. Opens 5 or 6 ruffled well placed 
bicooms, — Plant is robust and tall. It is a good 
propagator. The color is very fine and it should 
make a good cut-flower. 


BADGER BEAUTY (466) Kreuger ‘41 (95) 

Lavender with a creamy white throat. Makes a 
rangy stem with a long flower head. Opens 5 plain 
petaled well attached florets. Opens well in water 
and is a reliable cut-flower. 


BEAUTY’S BLUSH (440) Fischer ‘47 (85) 

Soft blushing pink. Opens 7 florets precisely arranged 
on a tall spike that never crooks. Produces lots of big 
easily germinating bulblets. The cool pink florets 
have lots of sparkle. It opens well in water and is 
a very healthy robust grower. One of the 4 or 5 
very best new varieties we grew this past season. 
It is tops as an exhibition variety and a sure-fire 
commercial. Do not omit Beauty’s Blush from your 
purchases. 


BENGASI (530) Cave ‘43 (85) 

Light pink, deepening toward the edge of the petals, 
blending to a white throat. Opens 8 to 10 nicely 
placed florets on a spike of 18 to 22 buds. Flower 
head is very long. Blooms from any size bulb and 
bulblets. About 50% of the spikes crook badly in 
hot weather but if bloomed during the cooler fall 
season Bengasi can be sensational. It has very 
heavy substance and will open to the very tip. 
Foliage is a yellow green. 


BLESSED DAMOSEL (440) Baerman ‘44 (95) 

A beautiful lively shade of glowing pink. Opens 8 
large round blooms of heavy texture. Spikes are tall 
and formal. Although the bulbs have a rough ap- 
pearance, Blessed Damosel is one of the most beauti- 
ful pinks grown. A good propagator.

Extras and overcount are also given on wholesale orders. Be sure to list on the back of the 
order blank some varieties that you would like to try. Also whether you want large, medium, 
or small bulbs or bulblets. We will include bulbs according to the size of the order. 


F.O.B. ITEMS. If your order contains both f.o.b. and retail items, we will ship them together 
in one package f.o.b. but will give enough overcount and extras to more than offset the carrying 
charges on the retail items. If the order is a large one and you want the 2 classes shipped 
separately, be sure to mark the order blank accordingly. 


ORDER EARLY. Although more bulbs are now being grown than a few years ago, there will 
always be a limited amount of certain varieties. To be sure of getting the varieties you have 
planned on, send your orders as soon as possible. 


BULB SIZES. Large size is 1% inch and up, medium size % inch to 1% inch, small size % inch 
to % inch. 


BULBLETS. Bulblets of some varieties are hard to germinate. If the bulblets are expensive it 
will be to advantage to peel them before planting. Do not peel them more than a few days in 
advance of planting or they will lose moisture and become dry and hard. After planting, 
whether peeled or not, if they are kept well watered the per cent that will germinate and grow 
will be much larger. When giving peeled bulblets a pre-planting dip they should only be 
dipped for an instant, only long enough for the solution to coat them. When growing new 
introductions, planting bulblets is a cheaper way to get a start, however we cannot guarantee 
their germination. Usually a big per cent of most varieties will germinate and grow but it pays 
to give the bulblets a little extra attention. When bulblets are ordered we will always select 


the largest ones available. 

LOCATION. All mail should be addressed to Post Office Box 26, New Albany, Indiana. Our 
bulbs are grown on our farm located on Indiana Route No. 562 about 2 miles east of the city. 
Visitors are welcome at any and all times.

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Comments on some of the newer varieties of Gladiolus as observed at the 
wholesale flower store of A. Rasmussen & Son, Louisville, Kentucky. 


A number of other new and promising varieties were not received in sufficient quantity to 

warrant comment from a commercial cut flower view point. These comments must not be taken 

as a criticism of any variety which is not mentioned. They are simply an evaluation of those 
newer varieties received in commercial quantities during the summer of 1947.

YELLOWS—SPOTLIGHT—Rates tops as a yellow commercial. The Flower Stores ask for this 
one. Color, size of flower, opening habits of florets, keeping quality, general overall 
character unsurpassed. 


CRINKLECREAM—Fine clear yellow, large flowers, good spikes. One of the best. Sells 
well. 


GOLDEN STATE—Somewhat deeper in color than Crinklecream, opens a nice bouquet. A 
fine variety. Sells well. 


OREGON GOLD—Fine late light yellow. Extra good texture to flowers. Rates with 
Crinklecream and Golden State. Sells well. 


VAN GOLD—Best early deep yellow. Comes into bloom before Spotlight. The best for 
early cutting. 


REDS—RED CHARM—Red Charm was very fine and probably had a slight edge over Algonquin 
and Stoplight. However the customers took them impartially and did not distinguish. 


LAVENDER—HUNTRESS—Huntress proved to be a very fine lavender, sought for by our custo- 
mers. One of the first to be sold out. Large, well placed, firm textured florets, open- 
ing 6 to 8. We liked this one. 


WHITES—SILVER WINGS—Silver Wings topped all white varieties in quality at our store. 
A dozen of these were a sight to behold. The customers like this one. Opens 8 or 
more large well placed flowers of superb quality. 


LEADING LADY—Not quite as white as Silver Wings, equally good quality in all other 
respects. Most customers made no distinction and bought it freely. 


ANNAMAE—tThis is not so new. An early variety, chalk white, opens well and is popular 
with the customers. Fine white for early production. 


CREAM COLOR—ORIENTAL PEARL—Fine straight strong spikes opening 5 or more very large 
well placed flowers. Color in my opinion is dull and lacks lustre. Many of my cus- 
tomers thought differently and asked for it. Probably the best cream coming in to our 
store. 


DEEP PINK OR ROSE—MISS WISCONSIN—Miss Wisconsin has what it takes. Grabbed up by 
the customers whenever it appeared on our tables. Fine rose pink color, good spike, 
good texture, large florets well placed, good opener. Rates a top place. 


SUMMER GAL—Another very fine deep pink, suffused with salmon. This opens 10 or more 
very large, firm textured, well placed ruffled florets. An entirely different shade of 
pink from Miss Wisconsin, this one is a top notcher and should make the grade. Sold 
well. 


MEDIUM PINK—BENGASI—Bengasi, which we received in limited quantities, gives evidence 
of being one of the finest new varieties. There were some crooked stems in the 
bunches received. Quality of flower and spike was really good. Would like to see 
more of this one. 


SALMON PINK—OGARITA—Large salmon pink, makes a fine show on the sales table. For 
those who want a big display of high quality rather than daintiness, this fills the bill. 
Always sold out. 
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CULTURAL HINTS 


Packages of bulbs must be opened as soon as received and the bulbs stored in a cool, dry place 
until planting time. ; 
PLANTING DATES. Any iime from early Spring until the first of July. The blooming season 


can be prolonged until frost if planted at intervals of every three weeks. 


WHERE TO PLANT. Glads should be planted in open, sunny places, away from buildings and 
trees. They are primarily cut flowers and should be planted in rows such as a vegetable garden. 


SOIL. Glads will grow in any kind of soil but do best in a sandy loam. The soil must be well 
drained. It pays to spade deeply. 

FERTILIZING. The amount to use will depend upon the fertility of your soil. Any good com- 
mercial fertilizer will give good results or you can ask your dealer for the fertilizer commonly 
used on potatoes in your locality. Most growers prefer to place the fertilizer in the bottom of 
the trench as the bulbs are planted. Care must be taken to see that the fertilizer is mixed with 
the soil and then about 2 inches of soil placed over the mixture. The bulbs should then be set 
in the row, leaving the 2 inches of soil between them and the fertilizer. 


DISINFECTING. All bulbs and bulblets should be dipped in a disinfectant in order to kill thrips 
and to prevent possible disease infection on the bulbs. Nothing will cure bulbs affected with 
any of the rots. Bulbs showing rot should be discarded at once. (See formulas for Dips and 
Sprays.) 

PLANTING. Plant from 3 to 6 inches deep. Small bulbs should be planted about 3 inches deep 
and larger sizes up to 6 inches deep. If you have a heavy clay soil 4 to 5 inches will be deep 
enough. The bulbs should be set not closer than 4 inches apart in the rows and the soil must be 
firmed well after planting. 

WATERING. Glads need plenty of moisture. To produce top bloom they should have 1¥% to 2 
inches of water per week. Whenever the natural rainfall fails to supply this quantity be sure to 
put it on in the form of irrigation. It is best to water just once or twice a week, soaking the soil 
well, so that the roots are not pushing upward to the surface of the ground. 


CUTTING BLOOMS. Glads are the most popular cut flower grown today. To enjoy them at their 
best the spikes should be cut when the first floret is in full bloom. They should be placed in 
water at once and taken indoors to develop slowly. You can enjoy a spike a long time as a 
good variety will open every bud to the tip, in water. If the water in the vase is changed daily 
and about an inch of the stem is cut off (slantwise) each day, many varieties will keep for as 
long as a week. When cutting the spike always leave 4 leaves on the plant to develop the bulb 
for next year. 

DIGGING. Bulbs should not be dug until about 8 weeks after blooming. This is in order to 
mature the bulbs. A good sign is to watch the foliage and when it begins to turn brown, dig at 
once. After the tops are cut off, close to the bulb, dry the bulbs in the air in trays or boxes. It is 
best not to allow the sun to shine directly on them while drying. After 2 or 3 weeks of drying 
the old bulb and roots can then be removed. DO NOT remove the husks as this protects the 
bulb during storage. 

STORAGE. After drying, the bulbs should be stored in screen bottom trays or boxes in the 
coolest place available. They must not be exposed to freezing temperatures. The ideal storage 
temperature is 38 to 45 degrees. Bulbs should not be placed too deeply in the boxes as they 
need air while in storage. 

When you get ready to store your bulbs be sure to give them a light dusting of 5% D.D.T. 
This will eliminate any danger of thrips feeding on your bulbs during storage period. 

Glads are easy to grow and anyone, even a beginner, can grow the finest show flowers! 
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FORMULAS FOR DIPS AND SPRAYS 


Lysol Dip 


4 tablespoons of Lysol 
3 gallons of water 
or 
1 pint of Lysol 
25 gallons of water. 


Soak bulbs in the Lysol solution for at least 3 hours and no longer than 6 hours; soak bulblets 
overnight or 12 to 14 hours. After bulbs or bulblets are removed from the solution, allow to 
drain for 30 minutes and plant same day as treated, preferably while still wet. 


New Improved Ceresan Dip 


1 ounce New Improved Ceresan 
3 teaspoon measures Grasselli Spreader Sticker or 3 teaspoons Dreit 
3 gallons water 


To get a good preparation easly and quickly, mix the Ceresan and wetting agent together, add 
a little water at a time, and stir until a uniform mixture is obtained. DO NOT USE THE HANDS 
WHEN STIRRING. Soak bulbs in the solution for 15 minutes, stirring several times during treat- 
ment; soak bulblets for 30 minutes. After bulbs or bulblets are removed from the solution, allow 
them to drain for about 30 minutes and plant IMMEDIATELY. A delay in planting can cause 
injury to the bulbs. If the ground is dry at planting time I suggest the Lysol treatment instead 
of N.I.C. as dryness can cause a considerable delay in germination or growth besides possible 
injury to the bulbs. 


Thrip Spray 


2 ounces Tarter Emetic 

2 ounces brown sugar 

3 gallons water 

Mix well and spray weekly after the foliage is in third leaf. 
or 

¥2 lb. DDT (50%) 

Y2 pint liquid soap (Germicidal) 

25 gallons of water 


For small plantings the following DDT spray is reported as giving good results: 
1 rounded teaspoonful DDT (50%) 

Y teaspoonful Dreft 
1 gallon water 


DUSTING—tThe easiest and most efficient means of controlling Thrips is to dust the foliage of 
the plants with 5% D.D.T. Many types of dusters are available and one can be obtained to 
suit your size planting. Begin dusting when plants are in third leaf and continue about every 
two weeks. If this is done you can say goodbye to Thrips! 


CAUTION: Lysol, New Improved Ceresan, Tarter Emetic, and DDT are poisonous and care should 
be taken in handling and storing these materials.
